OCCER is often a 
controversial game. 

Maybe it's the competitive 
nature of the sport that 
sees it hit the headlines but 

whatever the reason it seems that 
no sooner has one issue been 
dealt with than there is another hot 
potato being tossed about. 

The latest is the amount of 
‘overtime’ that players are being 
currently put through with five, 
eight, tan or even twelve minutes 
of injury time being common. 

Maybe 'stoppage' time is alsoa 
more correct term but whatever 
name you use what it means for - 
the players is that they have to 
bring their fitness level up to « 
another mark just to cope. 

Often, extra, or stoppage time 
favours a more experienced team 
and how many times have we 
seen a team of old veterans claw

their way back from the death in 
the dying stages. 

There is no question of South 
Melbourne not being fit enough to 
last the full '100 minutes'- ~ 
because the back room staff has 
been astute enough to take care of 
that possibility. 

Butwithso many younger 
players there is another question, 
that of concentration. 

Maybe, also there is the 
uncertainty of not knowing when 
the clock is going to stop. 

Other sports have different 
solutions with Aussie Rules using 
the stop clock method. 

"We don't allow clocks to be 
used on scoreboards in the 
Ericsson Cup," says ASF official, 
Vicki Juric. * 

“The rules just don't permit that 
atall." : 

And in fact the ASF has gone as 


far as to tall one club to turn its 
public scoreboard clock off. 

But West Adelaide coach Raul 
Blanco has hit back with a 
suggestion which might be a 
sensible compromise - and ease 
the tension with fans and players 
alike. 

It seems that in South America 
the referees give an indication, by 
holding up fingers, of how many 
minutes they are adding to the 
game when a stoppage occurs. 

That would take away a lot of the 
doubt. 

It would also allow players to 
pace themselves a little better 
when the game enters its closing 
stages. 

Maybe it would also take away 
constant suggestions that some 
referees are favouring particular 
teams. 

That has always been a 


complaint by fans but it is unlikely 
in this modern age of video 
playbacks that there is any 
substance to that other than 
looking for a scapegoat. 

Maybe the signalling of extra 
time would also allow players fo 
maintain their concentration and 
for young teams like South 
Melbourne not to get hit with 
sucker blows to more experienced 
rivals. 

But maybe the easiest way is 
just to install the Rules style 
scoreboard clocks. 

After all, why re-invent the © 
wheel. Their system clearly works 
while ours clearly doesn't. 

Maybe it's time, pardon the pun, 
to take a leaf out of another 
sporting book. 

Ask the South players - there 
wouldn't be much argument from 
them.
